light  German  Aeroplanes  and 
One  British  Fall  in  Course 
of  Day's  Operations — En- 
emy Claims  Repulse, 


PARIS,  March  JO. — The  following  offi- 
cial communication  was  Issued  tonight: 
•To  the  south  of  the  Homme  we  bom- 
barded revlctualllng  stations  at  Fuzeaux 
•nd  liullu,  In  the  region  of  Chaulnes. 

"To  the  west  of  Nouvlon  an  enemy 
aeroplane  was  brought  down  by  our 
stuns.  The  machine  fell  about  five 
metre*  In  front  of  our  lines.  The  pas- 
•engere  were  killed.  We  brought  back 
to  our  lines  one  of  the  machine  guns 
Of   the   aeroplane. 

"To  the  norm  of  the  A  lane,  the  fire 
of  our  batteries  directed  against  the 
enemy  organisations  on  the  plateau  of 
Yauclero  caused  a  powerful  explosion. 

"la  Champagne  our  guns  brought 
down  a  German  aeroplane  which  fell  In- 
side the  enemy  llnea  near  8U  Marie- 
a-Py. 

"In  the  Argonne  we  energetically  bom- 
tiardud  the  Malancourt  wood.  At  La 
l'llle  Morte  oue  of  our  mines  shattered 
a  German  trench  and  another  desloycd 
an  enemy  poet  at  mil  283. 

Xaemy's  CosUy  Attacks 
"To    the    west    of    the    Meuse.   in    the 
course    of     the    day,    the    bombardment 
continued   In   the  region  of  Maluncourt. 
There  was  no  Infantry  action. 

"To  the  east  of  the  Meuse  the  Ger- 
mans directed  this  morning  on  our  posi- 
tions In  the  neighborhood  of  Fort 
Douaumont  a  violent  attack,  accom- 
panied by  Jets  of  liquid  fire.  The  en- 
emy was  completely  repulsed.  A  little 
later  a  second  attack  at  tho  same  point 
was  no  more  successful,  and  similarly 
coat   the  Germans   losses. 

"In  the  Wocvie,  there  has  been  Inter- 
mittent activity  on  the  part  of  the  ar- 
tillery. 

"lu  the  Vosgcs  a  strong  reconnais- 
sance, which  attempted  to  reach  our 
trenches  north  of  Wlssembach,  was  dis- 
persed by  our  barrier  ore. 

"In  the  course  of  the  day,  our  aero 
planes  displayed  much  activity.  In 
Champagne,  In  the  region  of  Uontrlen, 
one  of  our  pilots  brought  down  a  fokker, 
which  fell  in  flames  within  the  enomy 
llnea 

"In  the  region  of  Verdun  five  German 
aeroplanes  were  brought  down  in  i'i« 
immediate  proximity  of  our  lines.  Our 
aeroplanes  were  hit  many  i lines,  but  all 
of  our  pilots  returned  safely." 

The  Belgian  official  communication  re- 
ports "greet  artillery  activity,  especially 
In   the  sector  south  of  Dlxmude." 

The  tact  of  the  earlier  statement  fol- 
lows: 

"To  the  south  of  the  river  Homme, 
the  way  having  been  prepared  by  a 
Violent  bombardment,  the  enemy  pene- 
trated to  one  of  the  advanced  position* 
of  our  line  at  a  point  to  the  west  of 
Ycniianduvlllera.  A  counter-attack  on 
our  part,  however,  drove  the  Germans 
out  at  once. 

Leave  Many  Bead 
"West  of  the  liver  Meuse  the  Ger- 
mane last  night  delivered  several  coun- 
ter-attacks againat  our  positions  In  the 
wood  of  AvocourL  All  these  assaults, 
however,  were  driven  bark  by  our  cur- 
tains of  lire  end  the  firing  of  our  ma- 
chine guna  and  Infantry  detachments, 
which  caused  heavy  losses  In  the  renks 
of  the  enemy.  This  was  notably  the 
case  before  the  redoubt  or  Avocourt, 
where  the  Germans  lay  In  piles  of  dead 
bodies.  There  has  been  no  new  military 
endeavor  In   the  region  of  Malancourt. 

"Kaat  of  the  river  Meuse  and  In  the 
Woevre  dlatrtct  there  have  been  inter- 
mitten  "bombardments.  The  Germana 
have  thrown  Into  the  Meuse  River  above 
fit.  Mlhlel  numbers  of  floating  mines, 
which,  however,  have  caused  no  damage 
"In  Lorraine  there  has  been  actlvlt> 
on  the  part  of  our  artillery  between 
J»omevie  and  Bremenlle. 

"There  has  been  no  further  happen- 
ing of  Importance  to  report  from  any 
other  points  on  the  front. 

"During  the  dey  of  March  It  one  of 
our  aerial  attacking  squadrons  ■  threw 
down  fifteen  shells  of  Urge  calibre  on 
the  Rablons  railroad  station  of  Mets, 
end  rive  others  on  the  railroad  station 
at  Pagny  -  sur  -  Moselle  During  the 
night  of  March  SO-SO.  two  French  avi- 
ators bombarded  the  railroad  station  at 
Malsleree-lee-Meta,  aeven  miles  north 
of  Mela." 


LONDON.  March  10.— The  Itusslan 
War  Minister,  Gen.  Polivanoff,  who  has 
held  office  for  the  last  nine  month*,  has 
retired  at  his  own  request,  according 
to  an  unofficial  report  from  I'etrograd, 
which  adds  that  General  Chouvaleff  of 
the  War  Office  has  succeeded  lilm. 

FKTROGRAD,  March  JO.— General 
Chouvaleff,  the  new  Minister  of  War, 
who  has  a  brilliant  military  record,  la 
regarded  aa  especially  fitted  for  His 
new  poet  by  reason  of  his  experience  aa 
chief  of  the  quartermaster's  department, 
as  the  Minister  of  War  Is  less  concerned 
with  active  field  operations  than  In  other 
warring  countries,  devoting  his  activ- 
ities more  to  the  question  of  general 
war   supplies. 

The  new  minister  waa  born  in  18*4, 
and  has  devoted  25  years  of  his  life 
to  military  Instruction  In  various  col- 
leges. He  was  chief  of  the  Kiev  mili- 
tary circuit  for  three  years,  and  in  com- 
mand of  the  second  Caucasian  army 
corps  for  a  like  term.  He  made  a  record 
lor  honesty  and.  efficiency  In  the  ie- 
organlzatlon  Of  the  quartermaster's  de- 
partment.

Many  Votes  for  Coming  Fiscal 
Year  Passed  Under  Review 
With  No  Changes  From  Fig- 
ures Submitted, 


Good  progress  was  made  at  jester- 
day  afternoon  and  evening  sessions  of 
the  Legislature  In  consideration  of  the 
estimates  of  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  March  Jl,  1917.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Opposition  showed  a  keen 
desire  for  information  upon  various 
Items,  and  the  explanations  evidently 
proved  highly  satisfactory  to  them,  for 
not  once  did  they  show  decided  objec- 
tion. The  feature  of  the  discussion 
was  the  statement  made  by  Dr.  II.  K. 
Young,    former    Minister    of    Education. 

hen  the  votes  for  that  .Department 
were  under  consideration. 

In  answer  to  questions  by  Mr.  Brew- 
ster and  Mr.  Pnrker  Williams,  and  some 
criticisms  by  those  two  members 
against  aliened  defects  In  the  educa- 
tional system,  !>r.  Young  presented  a 
succinct  outline  of  the  work  done  by 
the  Department  and  subordinate  offi- 
cers which  Indicated  In  such  a  clear 
manner  the  excellent  record  of  the  Gov- 
eminent  in  the  matter  of  education, 
that  Mr.  Brewster  was  moved  to  re- 
mark that  It  was  one  branch  of  the 
Government  for  which  most  liberal  con- 
sideration should  be  shown.  The  great 
benefits  which  the  Normal  School  train- 
ing at  the  local  Institution  would  pro- 
duce; the  propoeed  extensions  to  that 
work  until  the  Victoria  school  would 
not  only  provide  for  normal  teaching 
but  become  an  educational  centre,  sec- 
only  to  the  II.  Q,  t'nlverslty,  and  one 
at  which  the  higher  education  of  stu- 
dents who  might  not  be  In  n  position 
to  take  the  university  course  would  be 
available  were  set  forth.  It  would  be- 
come In  time  a  centre  commensurate 
with  the  position  of  Victoria  aa  the 
capital  city  and  the  centre  of  other 
and  most  Important  educational  facili- 
ties 

The  vote  of  1 10,000  for  the  Tranqullle 
sanitarium  brought  forth  strong  oppo- 
sition from  the  Opposition  which  urged 
that.  If  necessary,  such  an  Important 
work  should  be  assisted  to  the  extent 
of  $100,000  a  year.  The  opposition  en- 
deavored  to  place  blnme  upon  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  failure  to  recognise 
the  Importance  of  the  fight  egalnst 
tuberculosis,  but  the  remarks  of  the 
l'remler  and  Dr.  Toung  demonatrated 
that  the  vote  was  exactly  what  had 
been  asked  for  by  the  board  of  direc- 
tors; that  In  the  peat  seven  years  about 
1160,000  had  been  given  by  the  Gov- 
ernment to  the  Institution  and  that  by 
next  year  It  was  expected  It  would 
be  on  a  paying  baala.  Consideration  of 
the  estimates  will  he  continued  today,

In  connection  with  the  estimate*  for 
education  and  the  Item  of  I5S.000  for 
free  text  hooka  D*  H.  K.  Young 
slated  that  the  practice  wes  to  supply 
the  books  free  of  cost  to  the  pupils. 
The  Item  had  latterly  increased  some- 
what.  because,  whereaa  formerly  when 
a  class  ceased  using  Its  books  they 
were  hended  on  to  the  Incoming  class. 
It  had  been  found  that  parents  objected 
to  this  court"*,  and  the  coet  of  re-bind- 
Ing.  too,  had  been  large.  Now,  the 
books  were  given  to  the  pupils  out- 
right. If  a  pupil  lost  them  the  parenta 
bed  to  replace  them.  The  department 
wee  eble  to  secure  the  text  books  at 
the  loweet   possible  eeet. 

Mr.  Parker  Williams  took  exception 
to  the  Item  of  117. S0g  for  travelling 
expenses  of  Inspectors,  stating  It  was

Dr.  Toung  pointed  out  thst  the  de- 
partment had  always  been  handicapped 
by  lack  of  sufficient  inspectors.  Ow- 
ing te  the  very  large  Increaae  In  the 
schools,  it  was  hard  to  live  up  te  the 
rule  thet  each  school  should  be  in- 
spected at  least  twice  eech  year.  Many 
school*  were  Inspected  only  once.  The 
salaries  paid  the  Inspectors  were  not 
large:  In  fact,  not  equal  to  those  paid 
In  some  other  Provtaeee,  while  the 
work  wee  excellently  done- 
Mr.  Williams  admitted  the  outlays 
for  education  had  wet  Increased  In  pro- 
portion with  those  of  other  depart- 
ments, but  be  objected  te  the  practice 
of  eendtng  laexperteaoed  teachers  to 
the  outlying  schools,  whore,  "If  she 
snowed  herself  competent,  eke  stayed

ItoMl-:.  March  SO— The  War  Office 
communication   issued    today  says: 

"In  the  Itovereto  xone  there  has  been 
the  customary  artillery  activity.  We 
repulsed  small  enemy  attacks  In  the 
Sugana  Valley  west  of  Tesebbo.  On  the 
slopes  of  the  Col  dl  Lena  there  were 
patrol  engagementa  which  were  favor- 
able  to    us.

At  nightfall  the  enemy, 
having  been  reinforced,  renewed  his  at- 
tack, which  commenced  at  the  northern 
extremity  of  the  I'odgora  Height  and 
extended  rapidly  along  the  whole  front 
as  far  as  Habotino.  Repeatedly  re- 
pulsed, the  enemy  constantly  renewed 
his  sanguinary  attack  with  fresh 
troops.  These  efforts  were  vain,  and 
the  enemy  eventually  was  defeated  by 
a  counter-attack  and  forced  to  flee, 
leaving  In  our  hands  five  officers  and  ISO 
men   prisoners. 

"On  the  Carso  tho  artillery  actions 
continue.  East  of  Sells  our  troops,  who 
for  several  days  had  pressed  strong 
enemy  entrenchments,  about  midday 
yesterday  again  attacked  in  strong 
force  and  seised  uii  entrenchment  at  the 
point  of  the  bayonet.  The  enemy 
launched  numerous  counter-attacks. 
The  fighting  continued  Into  the  night, 
but  all  the  Austrian  attacks  were  re- 
pulsed. In  this  brilliant  action  we 
captured  seven  officers,  200  men  and 
two  machine  guns,  one  bomb  thrower 
and  other  booty."

VIENNA.  March  SO.— The  following 
Austrian  official  statement  was  Issued 
today   (March  SO): 

"Itusslan  front — There  were  small  en- 
counters at  some  places. 

"Italian  front — In  the  Gorlsla  sector 
violent  fighting  Is  going  on  night  and 
day.  At  the  bridgehead  strong  forces 
are  engaged  on  both  sides.  The  Aus- 
tro-tiungarlen  troops  captured  2S0  Ita- 
lians,  Including  eight  officers. 

"In  the  Doberdo  sector  the  artillery 
fighting  is  spirited.  On  the  heights  east 
of  Sells  fighting  Is  In  progress  for  the 
possession  of  certain  trenchea. 

"Squadrons  of  Austro-llungarlan 
naval  aeroplanes  dropped  many  shells 
on  the  enemies  batteries  at  the  mouth 
of  Uie  gkobba. 

"Artillery  duels  occurred  In  the  sec- 
tors of  Kclla  and  Ploecken,  and  near 
Mm" 

The  report  Issued  last  night  said: 
"On    the    Italian    front   artillery   duels 
arc  In  progress  near  the  Gorlsla  bridge- 
head.    The    attacks    of    the    Italian    In- 
fantry   have   reased. 

"East  of  Sells  the  Italians  entered 
some  of  our  trenches.  The  Austro- 
llungarlan  troops  are  engaged  in  eject- 
ing them.  Italian  attacks  In  the  1'loe- 
cken  sector  were  repulsed." 


Captain    Says     at 
deeeored   to 

for  Safety 

PARIS.  March  SO.— In  the  official  re- 
port of  the  captain  of  the  steamer  Sus- 
sex on  the  circumstances  under  which 
she  was  damaged  by  an  explosion  In 
crossing  the  Channel  last  Friday  with 
the  loss  of  fifty  lives,  the  following 
puhsagu   occurs: 

"I  perceived  about  3. GO  o'clock  the 
wake  of  a  torpedo  150  yards  to  port.  I 
immediately  ordered  the  helm  thirty 
degrees  to  the  right,  and,  in  order  to 
acccelerata  the  manoeuvre,  ordered  the 
starboard  engine  stopped,  which  waa  im- 
mediately done.  All  my  efforts,  not- 
withstanding, I  could  not  avoid  the  pro- 
jectile, which  hit  the  bow  of  the  Sussex 
on  a  line  with  the  foremast  and  pro- 
duced u  formidable  explosion,  currying 
away  all  of  the  front  of  the  vessel  up 
to  the  first  airtltsht  bulkhead." 


Only  Eight  Men  Out  of  87  on 
French  Steamer  Algerian 
Survive — Other  Vessels  Are 
Sunk  Without  Warning. 


PARIS.  March  80—  The  following  of- 
ficial atetement  concerning  the  sinking 
of  the  French  steamship  Algerian  wes 
mode  public  today  after  an  Investiga- 
tion   at    Marseilles. 

"The  Algerian  wee  en  route  from 
Tunis  for  Marseilles  when  e  submarine 
Bred  on  It   without  warning. 

"The  steamer  stopped  at  the  first 
shot,  hut  the  submarine  continued  to 
fire  oa  It  until  It  was  sunk,  and  the 
shells  fell  emong  the  lifeboats  filled 
with  the  shipwrecked  persons.  On  this 
account  only  eight  of  the  17  men  on 
boerd  reached   lend. 

"The  submarine  flew  the  Austrian 
flag.  The  captain  and  second  officer  of 
the  Algerian  were  wounded  fatally  by 
the  first  shot.  The  Algerian  was  un- 
armed, end  had  a  cargo  of  wheat,  oats 
and  wines" 

The  captain  of  the  French  line 
steamer  Louisiana,  sunk  early  this 
month  while  at  anchor  neer  Havre. 
makes  the  following  report:  "1  had  Just 
snhae  te  my  hunk  when  the  veaeel  waa 
shaken  by  a  violent  shock.  I  rushed  on 
each  aad  saw  the  crew  running  te  the 
lifeboats,  crying.  "We  have  been  tor- 
pedoed' The  Louisiana  was  hit.  1 
think.

Mr,  Lloyd  George  Accuses 
Clyde  Strikers  of  Prac- 
tically Treasonable  Actions 
— Few  Returning  to  Work. 


LONDON.  March  30. — During  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  Clyde  strike  In  the  House 
of  Commons  tonight,  Mr.  David  Lloyd 
George,  the  Munitions  Minister,  declurcd 
that  the  big  guns  which  the  army  want- 
ed had  been  held  up  through  all  their 
stages  of  manufacture,  and  that  the 
strikers  were  holding  up  the  most  im- 
portant guns  needed  by  the  unity.  That 
the  Clyde  strike  caused  a  ferment  out 
of  all  proportion  to  the  number  of  men 
Involved  is  explained  by  Mr.  Lloyd 
George's  statement  that  It  was  re- 
sponsible for  holding  up  guns  needed  at 
the  British  front.. 

Long  discussion  on  the  subject  of  the 
strike  took  place  today.  They  were 
mainly  concerned  In  an  endeavor  to 
shift  the  responsibility  for  the  continu- 
ance of  a  strike,  which  had  been  de- 
nounced alike  by  the  general  public  and 
the  responsible  lubor  leader-  William 
M.  Frlngle,  Liberal,  blamed  the  Govern- 
ment authorities  for  breaking  off  nego- 
tiations that  would  have  secured  a  set- 
tlement of  the  strike. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  that  It  was  Impos- 
sible to  negotiate^  with  men  who  were 
defying  the  law.  It  was  In  the  course 
of  a  warm  defence  of  Dr.  Christopher 
Addison,  Parliamentary  Secretary  of  the 
Munitions  Department,  who  was  accused 
of  thus  breaking  off  negotiations,  that 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  startled  the  House  by 
declaring  that  the  strikers  were  holding 
up  the  big  guns. 

Mr  Prlngle,  who  had  placed  all  the 
blame  on  the  obstinacy  of  the  Ministry 
of  Munitions,  flatly  denied  that  there 
was  any  such  treasonable  conspiracy  as 
had    been   ulleged. 

Late  tonight  It  was  announced  at 
Olasgotv  that  an  Important  development 
had  occurred,  promising  tho  immediate 
collapse   of   the  strike. 

Disobey   union   Leaders 

GLASGOW,  March  .11.— only  305  of 
the  Clyde  strikers  thus  far  have  return- 
ed to  work.  Three  more  labor  leader* 
have  been  deported,  eech  being  given  his 
railway  fare  and  ten  shillings  end  be- 
ing sent  away  with  a  command  not  to 
return  to  Glasgow.  Two  prominent 
Olasgow  Socialists  have  been  arrested 
under  the  Derence  or  the  Realm  Act. 

Arthur  Henderson,  PfOgddsHI  of  the 
Hoard  or  Education,  Is  on  his  way  rrom 
I.ond<m  to  Glasgow,  and  much  Is  hoped 
from  his  personal  intervention  with  the 
men.  The  strikers,  as  a  body,  remain 
firm,  and  the  manifesto  or  the  union 
leaders  has  apparently  had  no  effect  on 
them.

"West  of  Lake  Narocs.  the  enemy  con- 
centrated In  entrenchments  south  of  the 
village  of  Mokrltss,  was  dispersed  by 
our  fire.  In  the  region  of  the  Ogluskl 
canal,    there    Is   a    heavy   cannonade. 

"South  of  the  Prlpct  and  In  Gallcla 
the  fighting  Is  confined  to  reciprocal 
firing  and  skirmishes  by  scouts.  Our 
riflemen  brought  down  un  enemy  aero- 
plane in  the  Trembowla  district.  The 
two  airmen,  a  captain  and  a  lieutenant, 
were   made  prisoners. 

"ou  the  whole  front  the  thaw  is  gen- 
eral. 

"In  the  Caucasus  during  an  action  on 
the  Black  Sea  littoral,  we  took  as 
prisoners  ten  ofilcers*and  about  400  men 
belonging  to  a  Turkish  regiment,  which 
participated  In  the  fighting  on  the  Gal- 
lipoli peninsula.  The  prisoners  say 
this  regiment  is  commanded  by  a  Ger- 
man  officer. 

"In  the  region  north  of  the  town  of 
Mush,  our  troops,  having  dislodged  the 
enemy  from  his  positions,  occupied 
them."

BRITISH  HKAIMl'ARTKRS.  March 
SI,  vie  London.  Maruh  SO, — The  German 
prisoners  ceptured  near  St.  Klol  on  Satur- 
day, after  British  Infantry  had  wrecked 
their  trenches  by  a  aeri«  s  of  mine  explosi- 
ons, were  paraded  today  before  being  sent 
down  to  the  bese.  These  were  men  lucky 
In  their  escape  from  death  by  the  ex- 
plosion of  our  mines,  which  was  so  ter- 
riffle  that  It  shook  the  ground  six  miles 
away,  and  Its  effect  upon  German 
trenches  was  voloanlo.  Tons  of  earth 
were,  flung  hundreds  of  feet  high,  carry- 
ing eway  trenches,  dugouts  and  send 
begs. 

The  Jaeger  regiment  which  held  this 
part  of  the  sector,  suffered  heavy  losses. 
A  captured  officer  says  that  two  coin- 
|»anles  of  his  battalion  Mere  blown  to 
p|e<cs.  The  earth  was  so  disrupted  that 
the  communication  trenches  were  choked 
up,  and  there  was  no  possibility  of  es- 
cape for  the  men  who  remained  alive  In 
the  first  snd  second  lines  of  this  sector, 
nor  for  any  supports  to  be  sent  up  to 
prevent  the  occupation  of  the  craters 
und  trenches  by  the  British,  who  still 
hold   this   ground. 

The  Gertnun  survivors  were  cauuht  In 
a  trap,  and  in  their  dazed  condition 
were  taken  prisoners  easily  enough.  Tho 
exact  number  of  them  Is  still  uncer- 
tain, aa  the  men  are  still  being  brought 
down  today,  but  there  arc  about  ioo,

ON  CONTRABAND 


British  Government  Decrees 
That  Vessels  and  Cargoes 
Going  to  Neutral  Ports  May 
Be  Detained. 


LONDON.  March  SO.  -An  order-ln- 
ccuircil  was  issued  tonight  declsrlng 
that  "neither  a  vessel  nor  her  cargo 
•hall  be  immune  from  capture  for  a 
breach  of  blockade  upon  the  sole 
ground  that  she  at  the  moment  Is  on 
her    way    to   a   non-blockaded    port." 

The  order  sets  forth  that,  subject  to 
certain  modifications  and  omissions. 
the  Government  lias  put  In  force  the 
Declaration  of  London  respecting  the 
capture  of  merchant  craft  during  the 
war. 

Certain  doubts,  however,  linveearlsen 
concerning  the  right  to  effect  "the 
capture  of  conditional  contraband  on 
board  a  vessel  bound  to  n  neutral  port," 
which  It  is  "expedient  to  put  en  end 
to,"  and  It  has  been  decided  no  longer 
to  adopt  article  10  of  the  I>eclaratlon, 
which  provides  thut  "whatever  may  be 
the  ultimate  destination  of  a  vessel  or 
of  her  cargo,  she  cannot  be  captured  for 
breach  of  blockade  If  at  the  moment 
she  Is  on  her  way  to  u  non-blockaded 
port. " 

It  Is,  thererore,  ordered  that  the  pro- 
visions or  the  Declaration  or  London 
"thall  not  be  deemed  to  limit,  or  to 
have  limited  In  any  way  the  right  of 
Ills  Msjesty.  In  according  with  the  law 
of  natloisi,  to  capture  goods  upon  the 
ground  that  they  are  conditional  contra- 
band, nor  to  affect,  or  to  have  affected, 
the  liability  of  conditional  contraband 
to  capture,  whether  the  carriage  of  the 
soods  to  their  destination  be  direct  or 
entail  transhipment  or  subsequent 
transport     by     lanfl."* 

This  provision  Is  made  applicable 
also    to   absolute   contraband. 

Another  clause  saya  that  enemy  des- 
tination "may  be  presumed  to  exist  It 
the  good*  are  consigned  to  a  person, 
who,  during  the  present  hostilities,  has 
forwarded  Important  contraband  goods 
to  territories  belonging  to  or  occupied 
by  the  enemy." 

The  order  further  says  that  "It  shall 
ll<  upon  the  owners  of  goods  to  prove 
that    their   destination    is   innocent. "

Kellx  l>lax.  nephew  of  the  former  PreHl- 
dent  of  Mexico,  has  landed  successfully 
on  Mexican  soil  at  the  head  of  a  revo- 
lutionary expedition,  which  is  planning 
to  carry  forward  plans  immediately  for 
what  promises  to  be  an  important  coun- 
ter-revolution against  the  Carranza  de 
fario  IswlssTWIsHO.  The  Diss  expedition 
landed  last  week  at  a  point  on  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  near  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  Htates  of  Tabasco  and  <am- 
peelie.  Private  reliable  Information  of 
the  most  definite  character  reached  Inner 
circles  In  Washington  today  to  the  er. 
feet  that  the  landing;  of  the  expedition 
had  been  successfully  accomplished  at 
the  point  named. 

The  expedition   is  a  small   one,   but  la 
composed  of  w-li  trained   men,  who  car- 
ried ashore  sufrtcleni  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion to  cover  all  the  immediate)  needs  of 
tlin     I>laz     movement.       A     telegram     re- 
ceived  here   confirmed    the   fact  that   the 
expedition  had  landed,  ami  Indicated  that 
Important    developments    may    soon    he 
expected    in    news    fro    mthe    states      in 
Southern   Mexico  bordering  the  Isthmus 
of  Tehuantepec,    which    the   Dlax   forces 
soon    expect    to   control. 

The  plans  for  the  Mas  revolution  are 
known  to  have  been  well  mature.),  ar.d 
the  fact  that  General  Max  haa  himself 
made  a  successful  landing  at  the  head 
of  the  expeditionary  for<e.  accompanied 
by  a  group  of  military  leaders,  is  ex- 
pected to  strengthen  hla  cause  among 
Mexican    expatriates.

CONSCRIPTION  OF  WEALTH 

Writer     In    London     Chronicle     Advises 
Levy  in  Order  to  Meet 
War  Outlay 


Western  Branch  of  Canadian 
Institute  in  Convention  at 
Lady  smith— Interesting  Ad- 
dresses and  Papers. 


NANAIMO,  B.  C,  March  10.— Tbs 
twenty-nrst  general  meeting  of  the 
Weatern  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Mining 
Institute  waa  held  at  Ladyamlth  today, 
with  a  good  attendance,  presided  over 
by  Chief  Mine  Inspector  Oraham  aa 
chairman  Of  the  lnatltuta  TBe  visitors 
were  welcomed  to  the  city  by  Mayor 
Bl<  kle.  In  bla  address  to  the  Institute. 
Chairman  Graham  made  a  general  eur- 
vey  of  the  mining  Industry  of  ths  Prov- 
ince, both  coal  and  metalliferous.  He 
predicted  for  ths  future  a  very  substan- 
tial progreaa  in  the  lode  metals  output 
of  ths  Province,  and  stated  that  If 
nothing  unforeaeen  happened  to  retard 
copper  production  It  will  attain  propor- 
tlona  that  In  point  of  view  of  valua 
will  for  several  yeara  at  least  sacosd 
that  of  the  combined  value  of  all  other 
minerals  produced  In  the  Province,  last 
year's  production  of  copper  being  valued 
at  ten  million  dollara. 

A  lengthy  paper,  written  by  W.  J. 
Dick,  engineer  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment. Ottawa,  waa  read  by  Secretary 
Jacobs.  The  paper  dealt  with  the  coal 
situation  In  Canada,  referring  to  fuel  oil 
competition  from  the  States.  The  paper 
caused  considerable  discussion,  at  the 
close  of  which  Mr.  Cunningham,  man- 
ager of  the  Extension  mine,  moved  that 
the  Institute  pasa  a  vote  of  thanks  to  all 
boards  of  trade  In  the  Province  which 
had  assisted  In  the  movement  to  have 
an  Import  duty  placed  by  Ottawa  on 
fuel  oil.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  Brewer,  of  Victoria,  and  unanimous- 
ly  adopted. 

The  meeting  discussed  at  length  the 
proposal  for  the  Canadian  Mining  In- 
stitute to  award  medals  for  acta  of 
bravery  on  the  part  of  miners  and 
smelter  workers  on  the  same  principle  aa 
the  Victoria  Cross,  awarded  for  valor 
on  the  battlefield.  The  chairman  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  any  medal 
which  the  Institute  could  give  would  not 
have  the  aame  value  to  ths  recipient  as 
the  Albert  medal,  an  award  set  aside 
by  the  late  King  Edward  shortly  before 
his  death  for  acts  of  heroism  on  the 
part  of  mlnera.  He  thought,  however, 
that  the  Institute  could  act  aa  an  Inter- 
mediary to  lay  before  the  committee  in 
charge  of  the  Albert  medal  any  act  of 
heroism  on  the  part  of  a  Canadian 
miner,  with  the  object  of  having  tho 
Albert  medal  awarded,  and  a  resolution 
to  this  effect  waa  adopted  by  the  meet- 
ing on  tho  motion  of  Mr.  II.  N.  Freeman, 
seconded   by    Mr.   Cunningham. 

At  this  atage  of  the  proceedings  the 
seaslon  adjourned  to  allow  members  an 
opportunity  of  visiting  the  rescue  sta- 
tion and  ambulance  car  of  the  Canadian 
Colllerlea  at  Extension,  and  the  com- 
pany's   washing    plant   at    Ladysmlth. 

At  the  evening  session  a  paper  was 
read  by  Mr.  Strang  on  first  aid  work  In 
the  Lady-smith  district,  and  a  technical 
paper  on  the  construction  of  upcast 
shafts  was  read  by  Mr.  Cunningham. 
The  session  was  brought  to  a  cloae  by 
a  lecture  by  Secretary  Jacobs,  illustrated 
by  lantern  slides,  showing  first  aid  and 
mine  rescue  work  In  various  parts  of 
this  Province  and  at  Bankhead,  South- 
ern Alberta.

IM'N.  March  30.—  Oerman  artillery  la 
playing  heavily  on  the  north  front  of 
Verdun.  Vast  clouds  of  smoke  mark 
the  site  of  the  burning  suburb  behind 
Forts  Belleville  and  FTolda  Terre,  aet 
afire  by  the  bombardment  of  these  two 
forts,  which  bar  Ingrsss  to  ths  city 
aloiiK    the   east   bank  of  tho  Meuse. 

Eight  miles  westward,  across  the 
river,  a  maaa  of  amoke  columns  floating 
like  a  haay  foreat  of  cypress  above 
Bethincourt.  Malancourt  and  Hill  301, 
testifies  to  the  hall  uf  high  calibre 
ahells  which  Is  falling  on  this  north- 
western outpost  of  the  French  positions. 
Which  of  these  two  points  will  be  the 
scene  of  the  nest  phase  of  ths  Oerman 
offensive  la  a  queatlon  which  doubtless 
in  puzzling  the  minds  of  Generals  Jof- 
fre  and    I'etaln. 

The  Associated  Frees  correspondent 
has  made  an  Inspection  of  the  ground 
gained  by  the  Germane  on  the  Verdun 
front  in  the  fortnight  since  his  last 
visit.  On  the  previous  oceaalon  the 
Oermans  had  advanced  their  lines  east 
of  ths  river  to  tha  outer  girdle  of  forts, 
and  had  carried  Douaumont  and  ths 
adjoining  redoubts.  Tha  French  then 
retained  the  west  bank  of  the  river  for 
a  distance  of  three  miles  north  of  the 
line  of  lK>uaumont.  and  maintained  a 
harrowing  artillery  Are  from  tbs 
heights  on  this  bank  agalnat  the  Oer- 
man  flank  and   rear. 

"It  was  necessary  to  clsar  tha  Frsnch 
from  thia  region  before  ths  Oerman  at- 
tack against  the  fortress  could  propped. 
This  has  beaen  accomplished.  Of  the 
old  positions  the  French  now  hold  only 
a  narrow  tongue  of  land  between  Dead- 
man's  Hill  and  the  Avoeaurt  Wood. 
This  position  naturally  Is  strong,  with 
Hill  304  as  the  backbone  and  tha  two 
fortified  villages  of  Malancourt  aad 
Bethincourt  at  ths  and.  But  from  the 
intense  artillery  Are  falling  upon  It  to- 
day from  three  sides  It  appeared  that 
tbs  Frsnch  retain  it  only  by  grace  of 
the  Oarmsna  and  must  abandon  It  whoa 
ever  an   sarnsst  attack   Is   dellvsrsd. 

Frsnch  guns  are  no  lea*  actlvs  thaa 
tha  Oerman.  although  tbelr  Ore  la  Basra 
scattered.  This  Is  beeaass  tho  task  off 
of  ths  French  gunners  la  to  search  oaf 
batteries  hidden  over  tha  satire 
uad  restrict  their  activity  so 
much  aa  aaealili  Tbs  Fraaoh  gunners 
seem  to  anffsrbi  thatr  task  well.  They 
know  ths  parttleo  of  aaaay  battarlaa, 
aad  shoot  with  oacoenfsrtabte 
as  tha  larrasaealawt 
ssnally  whan  a  shall  arssssd  squarely 
ha  tha  battery  by  wuien  ha 
has.

.  OTTAWA,  March  3»—  Judgment  waa 
banded  down  this  afternoon  by  the 
Hallway  Board  In  the  telegraph  ratea 
iu»f.  which  has  occupied  the  attention 
of   the   board   tor   aome   time. 

The  investigation  rose  In  the  first  In- 
stance on  the  complaint  of  the  Winni- 
peg Board  of  Trade  regarding  ratea  In- 
to and  out  of  Winnipeg.  Thla  developed 
Into  a  general  Investigation  Into  tele- 
graph  rates. 

The  Judgment  dlrecte  a  readjustment 
of  Intermediate  ratea,  these  readjust- 
ments being  concerned  almoat  wholly 
with  the  rates  from  I'ort  William  and 
Weal.  The  rate  between  Winnipeg  and 
Vancouver  la  reduced  from  7i  to  SO 
cents.  From  Hwift  Current  to  Revel- 
stoke  the  rate  la  reduced  from  SO  to  £>0 
cents,  while  to  Vancouver  there  la  a 
reduction  from  73  to  65  centa.  The  rate 
from  Edmonton  to  Vancouver  is  reduced 
from    76    to   SO   cents.

OTTAWA.  March  30—  The  Govern- 
ment'a  solution  of  the  parliamentary  dif- 
ficulty arising  out  of  the  Kyte  chargea 
waa  announced  by  Sir  Robert  Borden 
when  the  II.mi.no  met  this  afternoon.  He 
aald  It  had  been  decided  to  appoint  a 
royal  commission,  consisting  of  two 
Judges,  to  Inquire  Into  the  contracts  for 
fuses,  etc ,  which,  according  to  Mr. 
Kyte's  assertions,  were  entered  Into  be- 
tween the  shell  committee  and  the 
American  companies  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Kyte.  The  commission  would  have  the 
assistance  of  two  counsels,  one  to  be 
named  by  the  Government  and  the  other 
by  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler.  The  commis- 
sion will  be  composed  of  Sir  William 
Meredith,  Chief  Justice  of  Ontario,  and 
Mr.  Justice  Duff,  of  the  Dominion  Su- 
preme  Court. 

The  I'rlme  Minister  also  announced 
that  he  had  cabled  to  Major-Gencral 
Hughes,  who.  In  reply,  had  denied  any 
personal    connection    with    the  contracts. 

Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  said  that  the  pro- 
posal was  not  satisfactory  to  the  Oppo- 
sition, who  desired  an  inquiry  by  the 
highest  tribunal,  a  committee  of  the 
House  of  <  ominous.

LONDON,  March  30.— The  funeral  to- 
day of  Major  Ratea,  of  the  :5th  Can- 
adian Rattallon.  was  attended  by  MaJ.- 
Oen.  R.  K.  W.  Turner,  C.B.,  who  com- 
munds  the  2nd  Canadian  Division, 
many  of  the  officera  of  his  staff  and 
practically  the  whole  or  the  men  of 
Major  Bates  battalion.

A    captured    merchant- 
man ought  to  be  taken  Into  port  ond  be 
turned  over  to  a  prlxe  court  and  not  be 
aunk.    eapeclally    without      giving    those 
on   board  an   opportunity    to   aave    their 
Uvea.     It  la  against   the  rulea  of   inter- 
national law   for  a  submarine  to  sink  a 
merchantman    on    eight.      But.    aay    the 
American    diplomat..     I'     •    belligerent 
merchantman  endeavor*  to     e*c*P*  she 
may    be  aunk   by  a  aubmarine.      A   Oer- 
ftiun    submarine   cannot   capture   a   mer- 
chantman, aa  the  term  "capture"  haa  al- 
Waya    been    understood,    for   aha    cannot 
put  a  prlae  crew  on    the   merchantman 
and   take  her  Into  port.     The  only  thing 
•he  can  do  la  to  alnk  her,  which  la  an 
act  ooajtrary   to  International  law  aa  It 
haa  been  underatood.     Therefore  a  mer- 
chantman   aeeklng      to      eacape    from    a 
tierman  submarine  Is  not  aeeklng  to  es- 
cape capture  but  to  eacape  being  unlaw- 
fully e«»k;  and  yet  we  are  told  that  by 
aeeklng   to  escape    unlawful   destruction 
ghe  makee  her  deatructlon  lawful.

The  Parle  conference,  which  haa  Just 
closed,    was   In   some  respects  the  most 
remarkable   gathering   ever   held   In    the 
history  of  mankind.     The  nations  repre- 
aented  wars  the  British  Empire,  France. 
Italy  and  Russia.     The  people  represent- 
ed  thereat  number   •TS.OOO.OOO,  or  more 
than    two-fifths      the    population    or    the 
earth,   residing   in   more  than   25,000,000 
square     miles,     which     la     considerably 
more  than  half  the  habitable  land  sur- 
face of  the  globe.     The  members  of  the 
conference  alao   repreeented   much    more 
than  half   the  natural   resources  of   ths 
world,    much    more    than    half   Its    com- 
merce, much  more  than  half  Ita  accumu- 
I  lated    wealth.      The    nations    for    which 
they  spoke  have  nearly  18,000,000  under 
arma,   a   force    unparallelled   In   all    his- 
tory.     It    la    6.000.000    more    than    their 
enemlea    can    muster.      Their     combined 
naval   atrength   la   Incomparably  greater 
than  that  of  alt  the  other  natlona  of  the 
world.     Such  a   tremendous  aggregation 
of  power  defies  comprehension,  and  yet 
those    who    control    it    were    assembled 
for  a  common  purpose,  namely,  the  pro- 
tection  of    the   rlghta   of   small    natlona 
and   ths   lifting  of   the   world  from   out 
of   the   shadow   of   the  aword.     Not  one 
of   the   countrlea    represented    seeks    ag- 
grandisement    Not  one  of  them  desired 
war.     But  not  one  of  them  will  conaent 
to  a   peace   that   shall    not   make   secure 
that  for  which  they  have  already  sacri- 
ficed  so   much   blood  and   treasure. 

The  moral  effect  of  such  a  conference 
can    hardly    fall    to     be    very    great.      It 
muat    profoundly    Impreas    nsutrals    and 
cannot    bo   without      Ita     Influence    upon 
our    enemlea.      It    means    that    not   only 
during  the  war  but  afterwards  the  En- 
tente will  continue.     Herein  Ilea  one  of 
Its  most  Important  aspects.     No  one  de- 
sires   that    the     Germans     aa    a    people 
ahall  be  crushed,  but  it  Is  right  that  the 
Entente    Powere      ahall      take   whatever 
joint    action    they    may    think    likely    to 
repay   them   for   what  they  have  had   to 
suffer    during    the    twenty    months,    and 
policies  adopted   with    that  object   muat 
have  a  corresponding  effect   upon   econ- 
omic  conditions  In   the  central   empires.

Home  keat  waa  engendered  at  >  eater  - 
day  morning  .  mooting  of  tho  Private 
Bllie  committee  before  which  waa  tho 
City's  private  Mil  aeeklng  to  ratify  aa 
arrangement  between  the  City  and 
property  ownera  on  Oenman  Street  rela- 
tive to  the  new  be. I.  of  aaaeaament  for 
work  done  by  the  City  on  that  thorough- 
fare. Some  of  tba  ownera  were  preeent, 
and,  led  off  by  Mr.  William  Merchant.

Mr.  McDIarmld  pointed  out  that  the 
of  City  Solicitor  llannlngton,  who  la  III, 
Mayor  Stewart  bore  the  brunt  of  the 
aawault  made  upon  city   methoda. 

Mr.  McDIarmld  y pointed  out  that  the 
City  had  aaaeaaed  a  taxation  of  $21,000 
agalnat  property  which  atood  on  the  aa- 
aeaament roll  at  10,000,  and  waa  worth 
even  leee.  He  offered  to  deed  one  of 
the  lota  to  the  City,  aa  the  owner  never 
Intended  to  pay  the  levy.

Theatre. 


Prohibitionists  from  all  part,  of  Brlt- 
lah  Columbia  are  planning  a  convention 
In  the  Old  Victoria  Theatre  next  Tues- 
day to  counteract  the  campaigning 
which,  they  aay,  la  now  being  done  by 
the  liquor  forcee.  The  gathering  will 
tie  open  to  all  membera  of  the  People's 
Prohibition  Movement  In  the  Province, 
as  well  aa  to  the  Committee  of  One 
Hundred,  which  Includes  all  the  execu- 
tive officers  of  the  electoral  dlatrtcta. 

It  Is  likely,  from  what  The  Colonlat 
learned  laat  night,  that  a  big  deputation 
of  tho  Prohibitionist*  will  go  over  to 
have  a  conference  with  Premier  Boweer 
during  their  atay  In  the  city.  It  was 
explained  laat  night  that  thla  deputa- 
tion will  aeek  "to  offset  the  lobbying 
agalnat  the  Premier',  proposed  Prohibi- 
tion Bill." 

Efforts  were  made  to  have  Sir  James 
Alklns,  of  Winnipeg,  leader  of  the  Con- 
servative opposition  In  Manitoba,  at- 
tend the  convention.  Sir  .Tames  la  the 
sponsor  of  tho  Macdonald  Bill,  the 
baala  of  the  prohibitory  law  which  la 
being  framed  for  thla  Province.  He  has 
aent  word,  however,  that  hla  trip  to  the 
Coaat  will  have  to  be  cancelled  becauae 
of  profeaalonal  engagement  a. 
ataay    Bpe.kere 

Other  apoakera  from  outside  polnta 
will  be  preeent.  Chief  among  theae  la 
ax-Mayor  Cotterlll,  of  Seattle,  who 
apoke  In  thla  city  a  few  weeka  ago.  He 
le  coming  to  glvo  further  detail,  of  tho 
beneficial  effect,  of  prohibition  In  the 
Sound  City.  Mr.  Cotterlll  waa  born  In 
Oxford,  England. 

The  Rev  W.  J.  Hlndley.  a  former 
Mayor  of  Spokane,  who  led  the  moral 
reform  movement  there  a  few  yeara  ago. 
la  coming.  Mr.  Hlndley  la  now  paator 
of  Major  Ralph  Connora  Church  In 
Winnipeg.

ANDS!

Committee  Appointed  to  In- 
crease Quality  and  Quantity 
—Will  Make  Representation 
Regarding  Panther  Bounties, 


Showing  Its  appreciation  or  the  Im- 
portance of  the  dairying  and  eheep- 
raistng  Industries  to  Vancouver  Island, 
the  domestic  food  producta  committee, 
Inaugurated  by  the  Board  of  Trade, 
yeaterday  paaaed  reeolutlone,  which,  If 
carried  out  in  detail,  are  likely  to  place 
theae  branchea  of  husbandry  on  a  mueh 
more  aubatantlal  and  profitable  baala 
than  they  have  hitherto  enjoyed. 

It  was  resolved  to  appoint  a  sub- 
committee to  find  the  waya  and  meana 
of  Increasing  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  dairy  producta  on  Vancouver  Island 
and  adjacent  ialanda,  and  another  sub- 
committee to  consult  with  the  flock- 
masters  of  the  district  for  the  purpose 
of  facilitating  the  efforts  of  aheep 
rataera  in  increasing  and  improving 
their   Industry. 

The  resolution  waa  proposed  by  Mr. 
L.  A.  Walker,  aeconded  by  Mr.  Alfred 
Carmlchael.  Mr.  C.  H.  Lugrln,  the 
chairman,  appointed  Dr.  S.  F.  Tolmle, 
Professor  Lionel  Stevenson,  Profeaaor 
W.  T.  McDonald,  Mr.  Oeorge  Sangater 
and  Mr.  L.  A.  Walker  to  compose  the 
dairying  aub-  committee,  and  It  will 
commence   Ita   work   Immediately. 

Dr.  Tolmle  and  Mr.  Sangater  were 
also  appointed  membera  of  a  committee 
to  represent  to  the  Agricultural  Com- 
mittee of  the  Legislature,  the  Impor- 
tance of  Increasing  the  bounty  on  pan- 
thers, which  are  reported  to  be  a  seri- 
ous detriment   to  the  aheep   Induatry. 

Mr.  L  A.  Walker,  In  bringing  forward 
the  first  two  reeolutlona,  aald  It  would 
be  Impoaatble  for  (gie  food  products 
committee  to  accomplish  anything  with- 
out the  confidence  of  the  farmers,  and 
It  waa  therefore  neceasary  to  show  re- 
sults es  aoon  aa  possible.  In  order  to 
do  this,  he  thought,  the  committee 
should  endeavor  to  develop  Industrie* 
already  advanced  at  first,  and  then  take 
up  the  broader  queatlon*.  Ha  waa  aura 
that  vaat  Improvement  might  be 
brought  about  in  the  dairying  Induatry 
If  the  farmera  would  only  become  edu- 
cated aa  to  the  relative  value  of  their 
cowe,  dlapoae  of  the  culla  and  retain 
only  those  which  were  paying  for  them- 
selves. He  pointed  out  that  In  parte 
of  the  United  States  many  dollar*  were 
being  annually  expended  In  educating 
the  farmera  on  Just  this  one  branch  of 
farming,  and  If  thia  course  paid  there 
It  ahould  alao  pay  In  Canada. 

Mr.  Oeorge  Sangater  aald  that  the 
eheep  buelneea  was  one  of  Vancouver 
laland'a  moat  promising  Industries,  al- 
though there  were  at  preeent  numerous 
drawbacks    to    its    aucceaaful    operation. 

Dr.  8.  F.  Tolmle  stated  that,  while 
Vancouver  laland'a  import*  In  wool  and 
mutton  had  decreaaed.  It  waa  not  be- 
cauae It  had  become  mora  self-sup- 
porting, but  because  there  had  been  a 
shrinkage  In  consumption.  In  spite  of 
this  the  Induatry  waa  bound  to  become 
more  extensive  and  profitable.  He  ex- 
plained the  advantages  of  culling  out 
all  worthleaa  stock,  and  growing  aa 
much   feed  aa  possible  on   the  farm. 

Mr.  Alfred  Carmlchael  apoke  of  the 
Importance  of  demonstrating  to  live- 
stock raiser,  the  value  of  producing  en- 
allege. 

Professor  L.  Stevenson,  of  the  Baaan 
Bay  Experimental  Farm,  aald  that  only 
the  close-fleeced  breed  of  aheep  ahould 
be  kept  on  the  Island.  He  knew  an  In- 
stance where  two-thirds  of  a  large 
flock  had  been  killed  by  the  recent  cold 
apell  .Imply  through  the  negligence  of 
the  farmer  In  chooelng  a  breed  not 
adapted  to  thla  climate.

W.  Perry,  Thornae  Walker.  Oeorge

SO  MED  HIS  LIFE 

Mr.  Hamilton  Read,  at  Kitsi- 
lano  Inquiry,  Testifies  He 
Thought  That  Cole  Would 
Do  Him  Injury, 
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Becauae  of  threats  which  Cole,  the 
half-breed,  had  made  agalnat  him  he 
bad  inaured  kie  life  for  $21,000,  be- 
eldee taking  out  aa  accident  policy  for 
$t,000.  waa  part  of  the  teatlmony  given 
by  Mr.  Hamilton  Read  before  the  aelect 
committee  of  the  Leglelature  which 
yeeterday  morning  continued  Ita  inves- 
tigations into  the  payment  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  $100,000  for  the  purcheee  of 
the  Kit. llano  Indian  reserve.  Mr.  Read 
testified  that  Cole,  who  had  entered 
ault  against  him  for  a  part  of  the  $$•,- 
E!f  which  he  got  of  the  $80,000  received 
by  Mr.  II  O.  Alexander,  had  threatened 
that  if  he  (Read)  won  the  eult  he  would 
never  live  to  enjoy  the  money.  It  wae 
In  coneequenco  of  that  threat  that  the 
Insurance   waa   taken  out. 

The  whole  morning  aeaaton  of  the 
committee  waa  taken  up  by  the  exam- 
ination of  Mr.  Read  with  a  view  to 
ahowing  where  the  money  he  had  re- 
ceived had  gone.  Mr.  Read  had  hla 
bank  stubs,  returned  cheques,  etc.,  on 
hand,  and  every  Item,  however  small, 
wea  referred  to  by  him  and  explained 
with  readiness.  The  paymenta  aa  re- 
lated by  him  Indicated  that  many  of 
his  ventures  into  mining  and  real  es- 
tate speculationa  had  proved  failures. 
His  comments  thereon  were  pointed  and 
at  tlmea  greatly  amused  his  auditors 
One  Item  for  $1140  spent  on  the  pur- 
chase of  California  oil  aharea  drew 
forth  the  remark  "And  I've  still  got 
'em."  No  matter  how  small  the  outlay 
by  cheque  it  waa  explained.  The  ex- 
penditures were  for  purpoaea  ranging 
from  the  purchaae  of  allk  atocktnga  for 
hla  wife  to  eeUlIng  a  blackmail  claim; 
he  waa  pretty  well  mulcted  for  hla  min- 
ing venturea  In  the  way  of  expendlturea 
for  auppliea,  survey.,  etc.;  on  ono  occa- 
sion $12  waa  apent  for  what,  he  be- 
lieved, had  been  refreshment,  needed 
on  a  trip  up  the  Coaat;  there  were  con- 
tributlona  to  charitable  objects,  and  the 
number  of  times  he  had  endoreed 
friend.-  notea  and  had  to  meet  the  ob- 
ligation hlmaelf  were  numerous.  One 
item  of  $3.50  for  a  subscription  to  a 
Vancouver  morning  paper  led  membere 
of  the  committee  to  auggeat  that  at 
leant  one  aubacriber  paid  hla  subscrip- 
tion 

axpiaias  Paymenta 
In  his  evidence  on  Tueaday  Mr.  Read 
ststed  that  of  the  $3»,62t  he  had  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  Alexander  aa  hla  ahare 
of  the  $00,000  Mr.  Alexander  had  got 
after  the  purchaae  from  the  Indiana 
was  made  for  $220,000.  $27,000  had  been 
placed  by  him  In  the  hank  in  the  name 
of  a  friend,  a  Mr.  J.  P.  Mather  and 
chequed  out  by  the  latter  whenever  Mr. 
Read  aaked  for  It.  Hla  review  of  hla 
financial  operatlona  accounted  for  that 
amount,  and,  in  addition,  for  a  sum  to 
the  aggregate  of  from  $46,000  to  $4t,- 
000. 

"Theae  cheques  covered  the  $27,000 
and  when  you  get  beyond  that  you  get 
beyond   the   Kltnllano   moneys,"   he  eald. 

He  stated  he  never  destroyed  a 
cheque,  and  added:  "I've  got  drawera 
full   of  rhequea  In   my  office." 

There  were  a  number  of  tranaactlona 
srining  out  of  legal  bualneaa  which  he 
had  with  the  law  firm  of  Meaara.  Bow- 
ser, Held  and  Wallbrldge,  but  In  all 
casea  they  were  satisfactorily  explained. 

He  went  through  hla  "rlienta*  ac- 
count" for  the  period  from  March  7  to 
June  4,  1>12,  and  In  connection  with 
all  money*  received  by  him  he  declared

Read  replied,  "Oh,  no.  I've  Juat  started." 

Thla  announcement  appeared  to  take 
the  committee  somewhat  by  aurprlae. 
and  the  reault  was  that  It  waa  arranged 
that  Mr.  Read  ahould,  during  the  after- 
noon, dictate  his  statement  to  the  sten- 
ographer and  the  membera  of  the  com- 
mittee could  later  read  the  typewritten 
evidence.

Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson  Comments 
on  Rev,  Dr.  MacKay's  Re- 
pentance After  University 
Correspondence  Is  Published, 


Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson.  M.  P.  P,  on 
whose  motion  on  Tuesday  lost  there  was 
laid  upon  the  table  la  the  Legislature 
certain  letters  from  Rev.  Dr.  John 
MacKay,  hooo  or  the  Preamyterlon  Col- 
lege ot  Westminster  Hail,  to  members 
of  the  McBrtde  Government,  relating;  to 
the  question  of  the  proposed  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  Mac  Kay  to  the  presidency 
of  the  University  of  British  Columbia. 
yseterdoy  made  a  reference  to  the  reply 
of  Dr.  MacKay,  as  published  In  Vancou- 
ver papers,  Mr.   Thomson  sold: 

"In  my  remarks  In  the  Legislature 
on  Tuesday  In  referring  to  this  matter, 
I  expressed  regret  that  ministers  of 
the  gospel  should  feel  disposed  on  oc- 
casion to  leave  the  pulpit  and  enter 
the  political  arena.  In  soma  Inotoncos 
not  solely  with  the  purpose  of  taking 
port  In  public  discussions  but  to  ad- 
vance their  own  personal  interests  and 
alma. 

"I  And  on  perusing  Dr.  MacKay's 
statement,  which  la  In  the  form  of  an 
explanation  as  to  how  he  come  to  write 
the  letters  he  did,  thot  my  measure  of 
rsgret  is  Infinitesimal  In  comparison 
with  the  regret  expreseed  by  Dr.  Mac- 
Kay  himself  I  am  in  hearty  accord 
with  him  when  he  aaya  that  his  refer- 
ence to  the  Methodist  Church  as  o 
'machine'  was  'unfortunate.'  Indeed,  I 
would  go  further  and  soy  that  it  is 
nothing  short  of  an  Infamous  slander 
upon  one  of  our  foremoet  religious 
bodies,  and  I  should  soy  thsee  people 
would  be  the  last  In  the  world  to  as- 
sociate themselves  with  any  'machine.' 
"I  note  that  Dr.  MacKay  finds  some 
difficulty  in  explaining  his  reference  to 
Principal  Vance,  which  I  think  was 
most  cruel  in  its  Insidious  suggestion 
that  aome  burden  of  infamy  reeled  upon 
the  reputation  of  that  gentleman,  for 
he  aald  in  his  letter  to  Dr.  Toung,  dat- 
ed June  1,  1112:  'I  need  not  tell  you 
anything  about  either  of  the  above- 
mentioned  men  (of  whom  Principal 
Vance  was  one);  you  have  too  good  a 
Judgment  of  men  to  need  any  informa- 
tion on  that  score.'  In  my  opinion  this 
Is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  o  piece 
of  despicable  Innuendo  uttered  with  the 
intention  of  damaging  the  reputation 
of  a  good  man. 

"Dr.  MacKay  would  shield  himself 
under  the  plea  that  the  letters  wsre 
marked  'private  and  confidential.'  That 
fa  to  aay,  for  'private  and  confidential 
purposes'  the  Methodist  Church  Is  a 
'machine,'  and  for  similar  'private  and 
confidential  purposes'  Principal  Vance 
ia  a  man  'about  whom  I  need  not  tell 
you  anything.'  This  was  the  strategy 
employed  by  a  gentleman  who  referred 
to  the  Government  as  a  'God-cursed 
Government.'  ■ 

Dr.   MacKay  s   lUUmtit 

The  statement  lesued  by  Rev.  Dr. 
MacKay,  referring  to  the  Incident  of 
the  production  in  the  Houae  of  his 
letters,  le  aa  follows: 

"The  facta  about  the  situation  ars 
these.  Early  In  1911  I  was  offered 
the  position  of  preeldent  of  the  uni- 
versity by  what  I  believed  to  bo  the 
authoritative  action  of  the  Govern- 
ment. I  was  so  sure  of  the  fact,  and 
those  whom  I  consulted  were  so  sure 
that  I  made  arrangements  to  have  my 
work  taken  In  the  college  to  allow 
me  to  leave  In  the  midst  of  the  Sum- 
mer term,  as  that  was  one  of  the  con- 
ditions suggested  to  me.  Then  some- 
thing happened,  and  for  a  whole  year 
I  could  get  no  satisfaction  out  of 
anyone.  I  was  In  a  most  unenviable 
position,  as  I  could  not  explain  to  my 
own  board  all  the  correspondence 
which  I  had  being  marked  private 
and  confidential. 

"From  time  to  time  I  received  what 
I  believed  to  be  hints  from  Dr.  Toung 
that  he  wanted  hla  hands  strengthen- 
ed in  the  matter,  and  believing  him 
to  he  a  friend  whom  I  could  truat  I 
wrote  him  In  the  most  unconven- 
tional way,  each  letter  being  marked 
confidential  either  on  the  envelope 
or  on  the  letter.  Being  confidential  I 
talked  about  men  and  things  In  the 
most  open  way,  and  these  letters  have 
been  kept,  and  now  those  which  con- 
tain references  to  men  or  Institutions 
which  the  Government  think  will 
harm  me  are  picked  out  for  publica- 
tion. I  regret  very  much  that  two  of 
my  friends,  Mr.  Fred  Wade  and  Prin- 
cipal Vance  are  mentioned  In  one  of 
these  letters  In  a  way  which  reflects 
on  them. 

"My  reference  to  Principal  Vance 
and    Mr.    F.    C.    Wade.    K.C.,    waa   writ-

authentic  Information  oo  thot  subject. 
1  afterwards  found  that  I,  won  complete- 
ly misled  and  that  I  hod  done  these 
men  o  serious  injustice  I  wrote  Dr. 
Young-  making  oiplaaatloa  of  the  fact 
and  thot  letter.  If  he  has  kept  It.  should 
go  oo  file  too. 

"I  Wrote  under  o  feeling  of  injus- 
tice and  spoke  rather  harshly  of  those 
two  men  whom  I  hod  always  considered 
my  friends  and  whom  1  hove  since 
found  cut  never  Intended  to  ho  anything 
eloo.  Both  men  spook  out  strongly  and 
bold  strong  opinions,  but  the  unlverelty 
hoc  no  bettor  friends  than  those,  and 
I  believe  I  count  them  both  among  my 
friends  today.  I  regret  extremely  my 
booty  Judgment  on  on  action  which  was 
entirely  misrepresented  to  mo  The 
reference  to  their  not  repreeentlng 
anyone  had  reference  entirely  to  the 
Alumni  Association,  which  I  woo  very 
anxious  Dr.  Toung;  should  feel  kindly 
towards  if  I  wore  to  be  preeldent.  ao  It 
was  my  own  association  and  I  know 
It  woo  largely  Indifferent  on  thle 
metter. 

"I  still  think  the  attacks  which  The 
Sun  mode  on  Dr.  Toung  are  rather  too 
strong  and  defeated  their  own  end. 

"The  Incident  to  which  I  refer  was 
aa  folio  we:  One  of  the  members  of 
the  alumni  told  me  on  the  afternoon 
preceding  a  mooting  thot  o  resolution 
In  record  to  the  university  was  to 
come  up  and  be  thought  Mr.  Wade 
and  Principal  Vance  were  to  bring  It  In. 
Together,  we  drummed  up  a  number  of 
those  who  understood  the  altuatlon  to 
attend  and  oppose  It,  should  It  arlae.  I 
do  not  know  what  happened,  but  the  re- 
solution did  not  come  up.  and  1  hove 
never  discussed  the  matter  with  either 
of  these  gentlemen  since,  to  know 
whether  they  seriously  Intended  such  a 
course.  I  could  not  take  them  into  my 
confidence,  as  the  time  had  not  come  to 
make    any    public    announcement. 

"I  hod  reason  to  believe  that  someone 
with  the  alumni  waa  keeping;  Victoria 
Informed,  and  I  thought  better  to  make 
the  statement  I  did,  believing  I  waa 
speaking  in  perfect  confidence.  I  regret 
extremely  that  the  namea  of  these  two 
gentlemen  should  be  dragged  into  the 
public  print  in  this  way. 

"My  reference  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Methodist  Church  was  also  unfor- 
tunate In  the  light  in  which  the  word 
'machine  Is  now  regarded,  but  I  thought 
Dr.  Toung  would  understand  the  refer- 
ence. In  our  work  of  Incorporation  and 
other  negotiations  with  the  Government, 
we  had  a  email  committee,  which  some- 
one Jocularly  called  my  machine.  I 
had  the  impression  at  the  time  thot  It 
was  In  one  of  our  conferences  with  the 
Minister  of  Education,  and  I  felt  sure 
he  would  understand  the  use  of  the 
word,  aa  he  himself  described  my  wait- 
ing In  the  House  and  meeting  ths  dif- 
ferent members  of  the  bills  committee 
as  lobbying. 

"When  the  Methodist  Church  began  to 
organise  their  college,  they  had  o  simi- 
lar committee,  and  I  knew  that  at  least 
two  of  the  members  of  it  discussed  mat- 
ters pretty  freely  with  Mr.  Bowser. 
When  the  presidency  was  afoot,  I 
heard  that  these  men  had  discussed  an- 
other man  for  that  position  with  Mr. 
Bowser.  I  wanted  Dr.  Toung  to  under- 
stand that  their  having  done  so  did  not 
necessarily  mean  that  they  were  hostile 
to  me,  but  that  being  In  the  habit  of 
discussing  such  Questions  with  Mr. 
Bowser,  It  waa  natural  that  they  ahould 
discuss  this,  and  they  would  readily  fall 
In  with  my  appointment.  If  It  were  an- 
nounced. Of  course.  If  I  were  writing 
or  speaking  for  publication.  I  would 
not  hove  used  this  figure,  ond  regret 
that  without  explanation  It  seema  to  re- 
flect on  the  whole  church. 

"As  to  the  Joint  college  prlnclpalship, 
that  was  a  euggestlon  made  by  aome 
members  of  thla  small  committee,  but 
never  formally  acted  upon.  Whether  It 
would  have  been  acted  upon  or  not  later, 
I  do  not  know.  I  simply  referred  to  It 
to  Indicate  that  whatever  activities  those 
In  touch  with  Mr.  Bowser  might  indulge 
in  by  way  of  recommending  some  other 
man.  It  was  not  based  on  ony  hostility 
to  me. 

"Anyone  reading  this  correspondence 
will  see  how  personal  and  Informal  It 
was,  and  I  leave  to  the  Judgment  of 
decent  men  and  women  everywhere  the 
conduct  of  those  who,  for  revenge,  ex- 
pose private  correspondence  to  the  pub- 
lic gase." 
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Delegation  Representing  Farm- 
ing Interests  Will  Wait 
Upon  Legislature's  Agricul- 
tural Committee. 


A  committee  will  wait  upon  the  Agri- 
cultural Committee  of  the  Legislature 
within  the  next  few  days,  Its  object  be- 
ing to  secure  better  protection  for  the 
small  fruitgrowers  of  Vancouver  Island 
against  commission  merchants,  some  of 
whom  have  In  the  past.  It  Is  alleged, 
robbed  their  consignors  of  a  large  part 
of  their  profit  through  unfair  business 
dealing  with  them. 

This  action  was  decided  upon  yester- 
day afternoon  at  a  meeting  of  the  Do- 
meetlc  Food  Products  Committee,  Inau- 
gurated by  the  Boerd  of  Trade,  when 
representatives  of  the  South  Soanlch 
ond  Gordon  Head  fruitgrowing  Interests 
made  o  plea  for  the  committee's  en- 
dorsement of  the  legislation  suggested 
by  them. 

The  suggestions  were  approved  and 
a  resolution  setting  forth  the  Food 
Products  Committee's  sentiment  was 
unanimously    carried   . 

Following  are  the  regulations  sug- 
gested by  the  fruit-growers,  endorsed 
by  the  committee,  and  which  will  bo 
laid  before  the  Agricultural  Committee 
as  soon  as  possible:

Mr.  Thomas  Walker,  of  the  Gordon 
Head  Fruitgrowers'  Association,  spoke 
In  support  of  the  proposed  legislation, 
and  said  that  It  waa  a  matter  that 
should  be  given  Immediate  attention. 
The  measures,  be  believed,  would  have 
no  effect  upon  merchante  who  carried 
on  their  negotiations  In  an  open  and  re- 
liable manner,  but  It  would  prevet  any 
repetition  of  the  grossly  unfair  practice 
of  some  of  the  Mainland  Jobbers,  who 
had.  In  the  past,  stripped  the  farmers 
of  what  should  have  come  to  them.  He 
said  that  tho  Victoria  commission 
houses  were  playing  the  game,  but  with 
some  Vancouver  firms  It  waa  Impossible 
to  get  a  fair  deal. 

Mr.  Walker  Instanced  his  point  by 
saying*  that  a  Keatlngs  farmer  bad  sent 
fruit  to  a  Jobber  In  Vancouver  to  the 
value  of  1700,  for  which  he  had  not 
received  a  cent.  The  company  subse- 
quently failed,  and  thla  season  the 
farmer  was  unable  to  operate  hla  busi- 
ness   without   financial   assistance. 


Mr.  Oeorge  Stewart,  of  South  Soan- 
lch. said  that  the  fruitgrowing  Industry 
on  tho  Island  was  being  seriously  tied 
down  by  the  disposition  of  commission 
men  to  defer  msklng  payments  until 
many  days  after  the  consignments  hod 
been   received, 

Mr.  Robert  II.  Brenehley.  represent- 
ing the  Victoria  commission  firms,  sold 
that  It  would  be  Impossible  to  make 
Immediate  payments  to  consignors  with- 
out Increasing  the  staff,  which  would 
necessitate  an  advance  of  the  commis- 
sion rots  to  ot  least  II  per  oeat  He 
waa  In  favor  of  colling  a  convention  of 
commission  merchants  and  farmers, 
when  all  the  points  might  be  discussed 
before  laying  the  question  before  the 
Legislative  committee.

There  appears  to  bs  little  chance  that 
the  Shamrock  IV.  will  be  uncovered 
during  the  coming  season.  Reports 
from  the  other  side,  however,  ara  to  the 
effect  that  Sir  Thomas  is  keeping  In 
close  touch  with  American  yachtsmen, 
and  will  put  his  challenger  overboard 
early  in  the  Spring  of  1017  if  interna- 
tional conditlona  warrant  the  belief 
that  the  America  cup  races  can  be 
staged.

THINKS  MORAN  WON 

Although  tha  verdict  of  the  news- 
paper men,  which  was  the  only  verdict 
allowed  in  the  recent  Wlllard-Moran 
bout,  was  unanimously  to  tha  effect 
that  Wlllard  won  by  a  mile,  the  vet- 
eran John  L.  Sullivan  could  not  sea  It 
that    way    from   any   angle. 

Before  tha  fight  he  was  one  of  those 
who  picked  Moran  to  lift  the  title,  and 
there  were  quite  a  fsw  veteran  ring- 
stem  who  went  into  print  as  agreeing 
with  him.  But  that  waa  before  the 
fight.  Now  that  It  is  all  over  Sulli- 
van stands  In  splendid  Isolation  when 
voicing   the    following   opinion: 

"Moran  won  by  a  mile.  Wlllard  Is  a 
counterfeit  champion.  Up  there,  with 
fifty-eight  pounds  advantage  in  weight, 
he  let  a  little  man  with  a  fighting  heart 
bring  the  battle  to  him  from  the  flrst 
tap  of  the  gong  until  the  end  of  the 
final   roun.l. 

"I  can  only  see  that  Wlllard  Is  enti- 
tled to  one  round,  the  sixth,  and  In  that 
he  only  had  a  slight  shade.  The  only 
other  round  that  wasn't  Moran'a  by  a 
mile  waa  the  fourth,  the  flrst  time  In 
the  flght  that  big  Jess  came  to  Ufa  and 
looked  even  a  little  bit  like  a  champion. 

"The  thing  that  surprised  ma  most 
from  the  start  of  the  flght  was  that 
Wlllard,  big  as  a  mountain  and  pos- 
sessed of  everything  that  should  have 
given  him  the  confidence  of  a  Jove, 
seemed  to  be  as  rattled  as  a  novice  ap- 
pearing before  a  crowd  for  tha  "rat 
time. 

"I  don't  think  that  Wlllard  hit  Moran 
or  even  attempted  to  hit  him  as  many 
times  as  twice,  with  the  weight  of  his 
big  body  behind  the  punch.  Wlllard  Is 
an  arm-puncher,  and  while  he  hits 
straight  from  the  shoulder,  the  impetus 
of  his  blow  is  all  derived  from  the  upr 
per  arm  muscles.  He  doesn't  put  his 
whole  body  In  a  punch  and  drive  It 
through  like  an  express  train,  and 
Moran   does  exactly   like  this.

Father  Bradley  Tells  French 
Patriotic  Society  How  Sol- 
diers Are  Taking  War — 
Successful  Shower, 


There  were  several  score  of  ladle* 
yesterday  afternoon  who  felt  proud 
either  of  their  French  ancestry  or  thetr 
connection  with  th*  French  Patriotic 
Society  of  thla  city,  when  they  heard 
the  Rev.  Father  Bradley  tell  of  the 
spirit  of  the  French  In  this  war.  Father 
Bradley  came  to  Victoria  recently  after 
apendlng  some  time  among  hospitals  In 
Franca 

"Although  I  am  an  Englishman,  I 
simply  fell  head  over  heels  In  love  with 
the  French  because  of  th*  marvellous 
spirit  they  are  displaying  In  the  midst 
of  all  their  difficulties."  said  Father 
Bradley.  "The  French  soldiers  whom  I 
met  and  talked  with  as  they  left  for  tha 
front  were  Just  like  school  boys  going 
for  their  holidays.  From  their  spirits. 
It  was  hard  to  believe  they  were  going 
Into  the  midst  of  the  war. 

"In  th*  hospitals,  the  gentleness  of 
the  men  In  handling  the  wounded  was 
absolutely  wonderful.  One  felt  ilk* 
worshipping  them.  I  saw  one  man  who 
had  been  wounded  no  less  than  twelve 
times.  One  might  have  thought  that 
ha  would  have  had  enough  of  It  But 
he  was  anxious  to  get  back  to  th* 
front  'Pooh,  there's  nothing  the  matter 
with  ma'  he  said,  although  his  body 
was  literally  full  of  wounds.  Another 
man  with  his  two  arms  wounded  Joked 
merrily  away  with  me  aa  I  helped  him 
to  eat  his  soup  and  biscuit. 

"The  same  spirit  prevailed  everywhere 
I  went  In  France.  It  la  a  aplrlt  that  la 
absolutely  Invincible.  The  French,  In 
this  war,  are  simply  wonderful." 

Father  Bradrey  was  not  officially  con- 
nected with  Red  Cross  work  In  France, 
but  he  allowed  the  hospital  authorities 
to  make  whatever  use  they  could  of  his 
services  as  he  passed  through  th*  vari- 
ous parts  of  th*  country.

The  occasion  of  hla  address  was  th* 
clothing  shower  of  the  French  Patriotic 
Society  for  the  war  sufferers  of  Franoe, 
held  In  tha  Victoria  Ladles'  Club  yes- 
terday afternoon.  Olfts  of  goods  valued 
at  $600  were  received  along  with  more 
than  $100  in  caah.  The  goods  will  b* 
forwarded  to  Franc*  to  be  distributed 
among  wounded  soldiers  and  their  fami- 
lies and  the  destitute  inhabitants  of  th* 
war-stricken    area   of  Northern    France.

terests. Such  a  record  cannot  be 
equalled  by  any  other  mercantile  line 
operating  under  the  Brltlah  flag.

but  a  aliort  time,  beln*  •napped  up  by 
thr  city  schools."  lie  asserted  that 
Sortie,  or  the  tescneFs  in  Mo  outtytng 
*•  iiimiIm  virtually  passed  upon  their  own 
»orh;  tii.it  It  waa  no  uncommon  prac- 
tice for  a  teacher  to  hold  back  a  pupil 
and  then  force  him  or  her  ahead  In 
order  t«>  xhow  the  "feeble  minded  par- 
ent m"  what  wondera  the  teacher  had 
done   With   thu  child. 

It.  Young  Muggeated  that  if  the 
member  for  Ncwcaetlo  would  examine 
thu  department's  reporta,  he  would  be 
more  cognisant  of  actual  conditions.  The 
teachem  did  not  paaii  upon  their  own 
work.  The  examining  board  and  the 
Inapet  torn  reported  upon  the  capabili- 
ties of  the  teachers,  and  those  reports 
ktpt  the  department  In  touch  with  the 
(uui)illtli-H  of  every  teacher.  In  good 
times  It  had  been  difficult  to  secure 
properly  qualified  teachers,  but  With 
the  return  to  leaa  abnormal  times,  the 
department  was  able  to  utilise  more 
freely  thu  product  of  the  Province's 
own  Normal  schools,  and  the  records 
and  capabilities  of  that  product  were 
Julijr    known. 

Magalf lceat  Kesulta 
"In  view  of  all  the  difficulties  the 
department  hud  encountered,"  declared 
it.  Young,  "there  la  one  result.  We 
have  a  well  trained  body  of  teachers, 
and  when  pupils  of  British  Columbia 
entered  Into  competition  with  those  of 
other  Provinces,  they  had  headed  the 
list.  That  Is  the  best  testimony  to  the 
results  of  the  department's  supervision.  . 
LnUer  Or.  ltoblnson,  the  department 
In  keeping  In  close  touch  with  the  altu- 
allon." 

it.  Young  paid  a  tribute  to  the  ex- 
cellent work  of  t»r.  ltoblnson,  superin- 
tendent of  education. 

Mr.  llrewater  stated  that  education 
was  on«  of  the  moat  Important  sub- 
ject* to  be  discussed  In  the  consider- 
ation of  the  eatlmatea.  Dr.  Young  had 
alwaya  taken  u  very  great  Intereaf  In 
the  work  of  the  department,  but  he 
(Mr.  Urowaten  believed  the  member 
lor  Newcastle's  chief  complaint  was 
against  the  system  which  permits  a 
t.ncher  to  grade  the  children.  It  was 
Impossible,  under  the  present  system, 
nnd  would  be  most  expensive,  to  secure 
the  most  competent  teachers  for  out- 
lying sections  which  do  not  possess  the 
attractions  of  the  cities.  It  was  to  be 
uepiorect  there  was  not  sufficient 
Mioney.  but  perhapa  the  system  on 
which  money  was  ralaed  for  the  depart- 
ment was  not  good.  It  had  been 
shown  In  the  public  accounta  committee 
tlat  It  coat  to  collect  arreara  of  school 
tuxes  an  amount  double  the  amount 
collected. 

With  reference  to  Mr.  Brewster's  ex- 
pressed dislike  of  the  system  of  com- 
petitive examinations  as  a  test  of  the 
children.  IT.  Young  atated  that  the 
tendency  today  waa  to  get  away  as  far 
as  possible  from  that  system  which 
merely  called  for  a  student  being  "a 
rr.rmory  machine."  But  In  the  ado- 
lescent period  of  a  pupil's  life  It  waa 
necessary  to  have  some  system  |n 
which  the  iiloa  of  reward  or  punish- 
ment— the  Idea  of  competition — was 
coaveyed  to  the  children  As  for  the 
collection  of  taxes,  the  department  had 
nothing  to  do  with  It 

Victoria's    Stomal    School 

To  Mr.  Brewster's  question  whether 
he  thought  the  new  Victoria  Normal 
Xchool  was  In  the  proper  location,  and 
whether  it  should  not  be  nearer  the 
graded  schools  In  which  the  normal 
students  secured  so  much  of  their 
education.  |»r.  Young  outlined  the  rea- 
sons why  the  Normal  School  had  been 
Placed  on  Its  present  site.  It  had  been 
•  matter  to  which  he  had  given  a 
great  deal  of  attention,  and  he  had  al- 
ways had  in  mind  the  Idea  that  It 
would  be  the  largest  educational  centre 
outside  of  what  would  be  ultimately 
the  I'niveralty  of  Brttiah  Columbia.  It 
waa.  he  thought,  only  fair  that  Vic- 
toria, the  capital  and  the  site  of  In- 
stitutions of  sn  educational  nature, 
should  have  sn  Institution  that  would 
give  greater  facilities  than  the  ordl- 
ttnry  normal  school.  There  waa  In  mind 
the  establishment  of  an  Institution 
that  would  Include  the  wider  field  of 
technical  training,  a  model  school.  pro- 
Melon  for  agricultural  training,  etc.  He 
had  desired  a  larger  alte  than  the  Gov- 
ernment was  willing  to  secure,  and  one 
nearer  the  city.  At  that  time  It  was 
i.ot  expected  that  for  the  first  two  or 
tares,  years  there  would  be  more  than 
fifty  students  In  attendance.  The  alte 
••cured  was  a  magnificent  on*.  It  was 
not  desirable  to  confine  the  facilities 
tor  higher  education  solely  t*„  the 
mtverslty.  and  thus  virtually  debar 
those  she  cow  Id  not  avail  themselves 
of  the  University  training  from  neewr. 
Ing   something   higher   than   that  train-

Questions  were  raised  at  the  evening 
sitting  by  Messrs.  Williams  and  Brew- 
ster on  the  point  of  travelling  exi>enaes, 
the  vote  for  tto.two  for  oflteenr  travel^ 
Ing  expenses  being  referred  to.  Mr. 
lirewster  pointed  to  the  fact  that  last 
year  $07,000  had  been  voted  under  that 
head,  and  that  81r  lllchard  sUUrlde  had 
spent    13,700. 

Mr.  Williams  said  the  ministers  trav- 
elled around  a  great  deal  looking  Into 
political  more  than  public  affairs.  It 
was  said  that  when  the  Minister  of 
Tubllc  Wofks  arrived  In  a  town  the 
first  thing  he  did  was  to  cull  up  the 
Conservative  Association.  Expense  In- 
curred for  such  a  purpose  should  not 
be  charged  to  the  public.  He  also  re- 
ferred to  Hon.  W.  H.  Itosa,  mentioning 
a  particular  excuralon  of  that  minlater. 

Hon.  Mr.  Hobs  retorted  that  he  had 
not  done  any  political  work  on  that 
trip. 

Mr.  Williams  opined  that  not  being 
skilled  in  that  work  perhapa  the  minis- 
ter did  not  do  much,  but  perhaps  he 
tried.  Then  there  waa  Hon.  Mr.  Camp- 
bell's trip  to  Rosatand.  That  should 
not   be  charged  to  the  public  account. 

Hon.  Mr.  Campbell — Not  one  cent  of 
my  expenses  from  Bossland  to  Victoria 
has  ever  been  charged  up.  I  do  not  do 
business  that  way.  and  1  don't  intend 
to   begin. 

Premier  Bowser  explained  that  the 
vote  last  year  was  $80,000,  and  In  vot- 
ing $10,000  this  year  he  had  cut  the 
Item  In  half.  There  waa  no  objection 
to  producing  the  vouchers  for  Sir  Klch- 
ard's  expenses,  but  they  ought  to  b« 
taken  up  In  the  Public  Accounts  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Brewster— Tea,  but  In  the  mean- 
time the  vote  will  be  passed.  The  fact 
that  the  vote  Is  one  half  of  last  year's 
does  not  necessarily  mean  It  may  not 
have  been  three  or  four  times  too  large 
last  year. 

Mr.  Williams  alao  raised  a  question  as 
to  Hon.  Mr.  Campbell's  aalury  during 
the    time    the   latter   waa   electioneering. 

Hon.  Mr.  Campbell  stated  he  had  not 
yet  caahed  that  cheque,  although  he 
had  had  it  for  some  time. 

Mr.  Williams— If  the  ministers  would 
only  look  at  this  matter  In  that  same 
way  we  would  he  accompliHhlng  a  great 
deal.  In  the  meantime,  however,  the 
Minister  of  Lands  had  expended  $4,000 
last  year,  travelling  like  an  Indian 
Rajah.  % 

Hon.  Mr.  Ross  denied  (Ills  statement. 
He  had  travelled  on  public  buslnena. 
and  he  offered  to  submit  the  particulars. 
Agricultural    Totes 

Mr.  Williams  wanted  to  know  more 
about  the  vote  of  $1,000  for  demon- 
stration orchards  and  experimental 
trees. 

Mr.  Hhaw  named  several  In  the  In- 
terior and  Mr.  Williams  suggested  that 
the  fact  there  were  none  on  this  Island 
might   explain   hla   Ignorance. 

Hon.  Mr.  Campbell  created  a  laugh 
at  the  expense  of  the  member  for  New- 
castle when  he  stated  that  there  waa 
a  demonatratlon   near  Nanalmo. 

Mr.  Williams  was  persistent  In  his 
inquiries  Into  expenditures  for  refriger- 
ating, etc..  and  expressed  his  surprise 
that  the  chief  activities  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agrculture  seemed  to  centre  in 
the  Okanagan  district  where  doubtless 
the  fine  hotels  with  broad  varandaa 
proved  a  most  potent  attraction  for  the 
Government  officials. 

Grants  were  authorised  In  connec- 
tion with  the  work  of  the  Agricultural 
branch  as  follows:  to  agricultural  asso- 
ciations. $30,000;  b.

Mr.  Williams  asked  to  what  extent 
the  Government  had  control  of  the  date 
and  place  of  the  annual  meetings  of 
thoae  associations,  and  Just  what  busi- 
ness waa  transacted.  There  seemed  to 
be  a  remarkably  close  connection  be- 
tween the  Government  and  the  asso- 
ciations 

Mr.  Brewster  called  attention  to  the 
published  report  of  the  action  of  prairie 
sections  In  favoring  the  purchase  of 
fruit  from  the  United  states  In  order 
that  ths  war  duty  placed  on  apples 
might  he  available  to  the  Itomlnlon. 
What  action  was  the  Government  tak- 
ing? 

Hon.  Mr.  Campbell  stated  there  would 
he  grent  opportunities  for  British  Col- 
umbia apples  under  the  now   duty. 

Mr.  Thomson  auggeatsd  that  the  Op- 
position form  a  committee  to  submit  a 
anggestlon. 

Mr.  Brewster—  I  notice  we  have  sug- 
gested a  land  policy  to  the  Govern- 
ment We  would  like  to  hear  of  some 
policy  originate*  by  ths  Oovornment. 

Mb,  Williams  osshwd  that  ths  chief 
method  of  securing-  a  market  for  Brit- 
ish Columbia  fruit  was  to  I 
dttiona    in    rssgsct    of    ths 


Prairie  grain  growers  had  taken  that 
action  la  n  spirit  of  rstallatlon  for 
British  Columbia's  efforts  at  Ottawa  to 
have  the  apple  duty  Imposed,  it  Is  a 
matter  which  should  be  closely  Investi- 
gated. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Shaw  <  gam  loops)  strongly 
urged  efforts  to  eradicate  noxious  weeds, 
pointing  out  that  the  II  •.  00  voted 
could  well  be  doubled. 

Mr.  Williams  declared  it  had  been 
shown  that  one  Inspector  had  not 
known  the  difference  between  burdock 
and  alfalfa. 

Mr.  John  i'lace.  with  reference  to 
the  vote  of  $10,000  as  compensation  to 
owners  of  cattls  slaughtered  for  tuber- 
culosis, urged  that  ths  Importance  of 
the  work  would  warrant  a  considerably 
larger  vote",  as  the  purity  of  the  milk 
and  meat  supply  was  of  the  first  Im- 
portance. 

Hon.  Mr.  Campbell  stated  that  the 
tests  four  years  ago  showed  that  on  the 
Mainland  li  per  cent  of  the  cattle  re- 
acted, on  Vancouver  Island  10  per  cent, 
and  in  the  Islands,  7  per  cent.  I>aat 
year  the  percentages  were  5,  1  4  and  nil 
respectively. 

A  commencement  waa  made  on  the 
long  Hat  of  cxpendlturea  for  public 
works  which  call  for  an  aggregate  out- 
lay   of    $3,023,010.      The    item    of    $10,- 

000  for  the  Prince  Rupert  court  house 
aroused  the  Ire  of  Mr.  Williams,  who 
asserted  enough  work  already  had  been 
done  on  the  underground  portion  to 
have  erected  a  building  which  would 
have   done    for    years. 

The  vote  of  $10,000  to  the  King  Kd- 
nurd  Sanitarium,  at  Trunqullle,  elicit- 
ed the  opinion  from  Mr.  Williams  that 
something  more  definite  in  the  way  of 
coping  with  the  disease,  a  proper  propa- 
ganda, ami  the  placing  of  the  whole 
queatlon  on  a  sound  basis,  waa  neces- 
sary. It  would  not  bu  too  much  to 
spend  $100,000  a  year  on  a  proper  sya- 
tt  m. 

Mr.  Brewster  said  It  was  to  htm  a  re- 
markable thing  that  the  Province  cun

1  Ittance  for  human  beings.  It  should 
be  easy  to  cut  down  other  votes  to  pro- 
vide th«  necessary  money.  He  hud  re- 
ceived letters  from  returned  soldiers 
tviio  had  bspTi  "BBRgsd"  At  the  front  and 
who  had  received  treatment  at  Trun- 
qullle. Their  atay  there  had  done  them 
an  Immense  amount  of  good.  It  wan 
true,  private  subscription  waa  looked  to 
to  uiigmcnt  the  funds  of  the  Institution, 
but    the   Government   could   do   more. 

Mad  Done  Oreat  Work 
Dr.  Young  believed  British  Columbia 
hud  done  more  In  recent  years  ulong 
those  Hues  thun  any  other  Province. 
The  late  Dr.  Fasun  had  shown  great 
Interest  in  the  work.  Legislation  lead 
piovided  for  thorough  camp  inspection, 
adequate  medicu  Inspection,  supervision 
ot  private  hospitals,  etc.  The  death- 
re  te  today  wuh  the  lowest  It  had  ever 
been.  There  was  also  tho  medical  in- 
spection in  thu  sohools,  the  good  re- 
sults of  which  were  most  apparent. 

The  Tranquillc  sanitarium  at  first  re- 
ceived the  generous  support  and  inter- 
est of  the  public,  but  as  time  pussed, 
this  interest  wanod  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent. While  only  $10,000  waa  voted 
this  year,  the  Government  has  acted  In 
a  very  generous  fashion.  In  the  past 
seven  years,  the  Government  had  voted 
J-.. 0,000  for  construction  purposes 
alone.  In  addition,  there  waa  Insti- 
tuted a  per  capita  grant,  a  coat  which 
has  run  as  high  us  $2.50.  Some  time 
ugo  the  Institution  became  insolvent, 
and  a  very  exhaustive  examination  was 
made  by  Dr.  Doherty.  whose  recom- 
mendations were  carried  out,  and  the 
per  capita  cost  reduced,  but  still  it  re- 
mained high-  With  the  Government's 
per  capita  grant,  as  well  as  that  of 
$1.26  from  the  municipalities,  the  Insti- 
tution was  lust  year  self-sustaining. 
The  proposed  $10,000  to  be  given  by  the 
Uovernment  woe  not  for  maintenance, 
but  for  a  rest  house,  to  be  utilised  by 
returned  soldiers. 

Dr.  Young  declared  sanitariums 
would  never  stamp  out  tuberculosis. 
The  way  to  go  about  It  was  to  stamp 
out  unhealthy  conditions,  do  away  with 
H0-root  lots  and  buildings  lacking  win- 
dows. The  real  burden  would  real 
primarily  with  the  hoard  of  health, 
with  the  education  of  the  people  them- 
selves, and  the  proper  care  of  the 
children. 

I'remier  Bowser  was  certain  those  on 
both  sides  of  the  House  would  sympa- 
thise fully  with  every  effort  to  deal 
with  the  great  problem.  This  year  a 
profit  was  made  in  tho  operation  of  the 
Institution.  Whin  In  Kiimloops  he  had 
the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  directors 
of  the  Institution,  and  all  they  desired 
»a«  the  $10,000  In  the  estimates.  The 
new  sleeping  pavilion  would  provide 
tor  needs  this  year,  and  uext  year  the 
direetors   expected   to   make  a  profit.- 

Dr.  Youiik  said  that  so  far  as  the 
returned  soldiers  were  concerned,  ar- 
rangements had  been  made  through  the 
Keturned  Soldiers'  Aid  Commission 
whereby  the  Dominion  Government 
would  contribute.

NO  REPLY  SENT 


Washington  Waiting  for  Re- 
port From  Mr.  Gerard  as  to 
Work  of  Submarines — Evi- 
dence From  Other  Sources. 


WASHINGTON.  March  $0.  —  Three 
days  have  paased  since  Ambassador 
Oerard  was  instructed  to  inquire  of  the 
German  Government  whether  any  of  its 
submarines  torpedoed  the  British  Chan- 
nel steamer  Hussex.  and  the  1'nited 
Htates  still  is  without  an  admission  or 
denial  of  responsibility. 

It  Is  assumed  here  that  tiie  German 
Government  is  withholding  any  state- 
ment while  awaiting  reports  from  sub- 
marine commanders.  Officials  are  pus- 
sled,  however,  by  the  failure  of  the  am- 
bassador at  Berlin  to  make  some  kind 
of  response  to  the  Htate  Department's 
communication. 

While  the  Mate  Department  has  al- 
most completed  Its  investigation  so  far 
as  other  sources  or  information  are  con- 
cerned, no  action  will  lie  taken  until 
there  is  a  report  from  Berlin.

DECLARATION  OF  PARIS 


Document  Issued  by  Bntente  Conference 

Will    Live    in    History  — Eight 

nations  in  Unity 


PARIS,  Murch  30.— The  Declaration  of 
I'eriti  of  March  28,  1010,  will  remain  a 
historic  document,  memorable  for  two 
statements  It  contains.  One  is  the  sec- 
ond sentence  or  the  resolution  confirm* 
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realise  unity  or  action  und  unity  of 
front." 

This  is  the  first  time  in  history  that 
eight  nations.  Including  four  or  the  great 
Luropeau  und  one  of  the  Asiatic  powers, 
ha\c  proclaimed  they  have  one  common 
Trout  ugulnst  an  enemy,  and  one  com- 
mon plan  or  offensive  along   that   front. 

The  other  unprecedented  resolution  la 
that  artlrmliiK  solemnly  that  the  Allied 
Governments  will  carry  Into  effect  in 
thu  economic  lield  "their  solidarity  of 
views  and  Interests."  This  is  the  first 
time  In  history  that  eight  nations  have 
united  against  u  common  enemy,  and  al- 
so proclaimed  economic  unity  uguinst 
the  common   enemy.        » 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  Japan, 
which  previously  Jiad  not  adhered  to 
the  economic  union,  now  solemnly 
pledges  her  co-operation,  and  therefore 
will  bo  represented  In  the  economic  con- 
ference  here   at   the  end   of   April. 

The  first  step  in  the  economic  union 
of  tho  Alllea  la  the  constitution  of  a 
permanent  committee  in  Paris  to  en- 
force the  blockade  of  tho  Central 
Powers.
